Time, on its never ceaseless flight, has brought to you once 
again the account of our stewardship with its approbation and

By an alteration of the school laws, changing the commence- 
ment of the schuo] year from the first of March to the first of 
August, our report will necessarily be brief, COU SE AE ay hav- 
ing but one term on which to base our report. 

On our visit to the several schools. we noticed a marked im- 
provement in which both teacher and pupils seemed to realize 
the shortness of the term and endeavored to accomplish the most 
possible in the brief space of a few weeks. 

There seems te be yet a lingering teudency on the part of 
soine parents, to strongly criticise a teacher before atrial; others — 
‘seem to require a teacher to furnish aa education for theif child- 
ren without any effort ou their part, or whether thay attend one 
or two days in a& term or not at all. 

On examination of the register of the Center school, we find 
that out of twenty-five scholars registered, sixteen had a roll of 
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perfect attendance. In such schools there cannot help being an 
improvement of the highest order. 

And again we would most earnestly urge parents to provide 
all the means necessary that their children may be at the school 
room on time and every day. For education is one of the high- 
est gifts we can confer upon our children.

LIBRARY REPORT. 


One hundred and one volumes were received from the state as 
a starting point for the library. During the last year thirty-seven 
volumes have been added by purchase, and one as a gift from 
W. H. Merrill, making one hundred and thirty-nine volumes that 
are classifted and catalogued. Aside from these there are sixty- 
two other volumes, some of which have been sent to the library 
from the agricultural and adjutant general’s' departments of the 
state and nation, and the rest have been placed there from the 
town clerk’s office. About one-third of these are valuable books 
for reference, and the balance are of no use whatever, so far as 
we can see at present. The trustees find it very difficult to pro- 
vide a suitable place for keeping the books. We think the town 
should vote a small appropriation in addition to the amount re- 
quired to be raised by law, sufficient to provide a suitable place 
for the books, and reasonable compensation for a librarian to 
take care of them, and save the annual appropriation for the pur- 
chase of new books. A few years in this way would give us a4 
public library that would be a credit to the town and a potent 
factor in the education and improvement of our young people. 

The following figures show the receipts and expenditures bv 
the trustees since the library was first started. Mrs. Gordon 
served as librarian one year without pay.
